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Furnishers in Debate—First of a New Series 


How modern designs can be “pushed” 


HETHER or not the public 
want contemporary furniture 
designs is one of the most 

controversial questions in the retail 
trade. Since the furniture industry 
has been given freedom in design many 
manufacturers have been trying to 
popularise a distinctive modern note 
in cabinet work. The influences ap- 
pear to come mainly from Scan- 
dinavia and light finishes and straight 
smooth lines are among the charac- 
teristics. So far these designs have, 
to a large extent, been taken up only 
by retailers specialising in contem- 
porary furnishings, but the manufac- 
turers are naturally keen to extend 
their sales to a wider public. 

How far a furniture buyer of a 
medium-sized shop in London, doing a 
good middle-class cash trade, whose 
policy was to keep abreast of the 
times, should plunge into buying these 
designs, was one of the first problems 
to be discussed. 

The questions asked were :— 

(1) What are the pros and cons of 

going in for this modern style? 

(2) To what extent should you take 
the average and what sort of 
precautions should you take 
when buying? 

(3) What provision should you make 
for showing and promoting the 
sale of this furniture? 

For the pros of modern styles the 
general opinion was that it is neces- 
sary for a middle-class store in Lon- 
don to stock a certain amount of 
contemporary design. In this locality 
the introduction of contemporary de- 
sign would certainly increase trade, if 
not of that particularly design. The 
initial attraction of modern furniture 
might draw people in and they might 
purchase other goods. There was, 
also, it was believed, a feeling of in- 
terest in these designs by younger 
people. This might be the beginning 
of a new era in design and the pro- 
gressive retailer might get in at the 
start. 

Against the modern style furniture 
it was suggested that some of the de- 
signs were far too similar to the war- 
time Utility furniture and the public 
wanted a change from austerity. This 
was probably the reason for their 
swing to reproduction and elaborately 
carved designs. 

The students were unanimous in 
their belief that going in for modern 
style furniture would mean a slow 
stock-turn for some time. 

As the firm could probably not put 
any more money into buying the new

Another point was made 
that contemporary design must be 
shown in its own setting and _ this 
would take up much more space than 
other styles. It would also mean that 
money would have to be spent on 
allied goods of contemporary design. 

Although the pros seemed to be out- 
weighed by the cons, it was eventu- 
ally decided that one must bow to pro- 
gress, but that it would be better to 
buy a little and adopt a wait and see 
attitude. 

Having taken the plunge for con- 
temporary furniture one student advo- 
cated specialisation in this field, but 
he had to agree with the others that 
it would depend on the company’s 
financial position. 

All agreed that in a change ‘of sell- 
ing policy of this kind it would be 
essential to be first in the district, as 
this would increase the attraction to 
the house. It was also suggested that 
a fixed “ free'to buy” sum should be 
allotted on the basis of an annual 
grant to the modern experimental 
department. 

The precautions to be taken were 
obvious: 

(a) It must be remembered that con- 
temporary or otherwise, the quality of 
manufacture is so very important, new 
designs must not blind the buyer as 
to quality. 

(b) Although there is not a great 
selection of contemporary design, the 
buyer should try to be exclusive at

least as far as his locality is con- 
cerned. 

(c) As it will be, at first, a case of 
selling from samples, the buyer must 
ensure a good and speedy delivery of 
repeats. 

(d) Even if only experimenting with 
this design, the buyer must be careful 
not to limit his selection, which should 
be as wide as possible. 

(e) Close liaison with buyers of their 
departments, floorcoverings, soft fur- 
nishings, and so on, before buying, is 
very important. 

For showing and promoting the sale 
of this furniture it was felt that sales 
schemes required did not vary very 
much from normal. Of course at the 
beginning, a campaign or story would 
be necessary but few thought it neces- 
sary that this design should be con- 
tinually boosted in order to sell. 

If space permitted it would be more 
satisfactory to set aside a separate 
room for these designs. Window dis- 
plays were discussed and it was de- 
cided that contemporary furniture 
would only show to advantage in 
large windows that gave a light and 
airy effect. 

Local Press advertising was sug- 
gested, and other ideas for sales pro- 
motion were exhibitions run on the 
Ideal Homes lines, booklets and 
brochures for the public's guidance, 
and special tuition for salesmen so that 
they would be able to answer the 
flood of questions which were bound 
to be asked by their customers.

“@‘\UESSING what's wrong” 

with the furniture industry 
is a popular pastime among the 
critics, and the guess which seems 
to be the most favoured is, that 
the industry’s structure is wrong. 
It is composed of too many small 
firms. 

HIS guess implies many assump- 

tions including the following : 

(a) That the furniture industry is 
composed of a larger proportion of 
small firms than other industries; 
(b) that large firms are more efficient 
than small firms; (c) that technical 
development must go on untrammelled ; 
(d) that firms must go on growing 
if (c) is to happen. 

Such guesses do not seem to be the 
results of any careful and impartial 
investigation of actual conditions but 
are, apparently, based more upon what 


the guessers have been told about 
some other industries 

If this be true, then two further 
assumptions must be accepted 


(a) that what is found to be success 
ful in one industry can be equally 
successful in another, and (b) that all 
the firms in the successful industries 
are well satished with their results. 

While the furniture manufacturer, 
unfortunately, has more responsibility 
to carry than his critics, he cannot 
afford to accept such assumptions 
quite so readily 

Neither can he, on the other hand, 
afford to ignore any suggestions which 


may prove useful to him, and _ his 
careful consideration of at least the 
two main assumptions appears to be 
justified 


Let us, therefore, analyse whatever 
figures are available to find out what 
evidence exists to justify or to dis- 
prove these assumptions regarding 
relative etticiency and comparative 
structures. 

Size Versus Efficiency 
s In seeking relevant figures, we 
find there are very few regarding 
relative efficiency that can be useful to 
us. The conditions, classifications and 
units of measurement which have been 
used to be too inconsistent for 
any true comparisons to be made. No 
measurement, other than in terms of 
ultimate satisfaction of the consumer, 
can really be considered adequate, but 


soon 


seem 


no such measurement can, of course, 
be expected. 

Nevertheless, the available 
are interesting and worth a study, 
even if no sound conclusions can be 
drawn from them. 

In one investigation, the relation- 
ships between etiiciency and factory 
size of twenty widely different indus- 
tries were studied, using the value of 


figures 


output-per-worker as the measuring 
stick. 

In only nine out of the twenty 
were the largest factories the most 
efficient. In only three was the effi 
ciency larger with each increase in 
size

saving devices in the larger firms.

A more reliable basis than value 
of output was then sought, and out- 
put of furniture based on labour- 
content per article was chosen. This 
showed even wider differences in out- 
put per employee.

How the Plastic Shell 


Chair was 


Developed 


By Dennis Young, A.R.C.A. 


T is not easy for a designer to 
sit down and write about the 
way in which he develops a par- 
ticular idea or design, for it is not 
the simple story of logical de- 
velopment, however much _ he 
would like to present that it is. 
Therefore, what I have to say 
represents the thoughts of one de- 
signer, and must not be taken as 
a pattern upon which other 
designers work. 
URING the last twelve years, I 
have watched how people sit, and 
on what they sat. I have talked with 
all kinds and all sizes of people in an 
endeavour to find out what they con 
sider a comfortable chair for read- 
ing, sleeping, eating, writing, and 
travelling This, I followed by 
measuring up two hundred 
chairs and comparing them with the 
measurements of the human body.

The changing angle of sitting dur- 
ing the last three hundred years has 
been of great influence on chair de 
sign But when I decided to develop 
this plastic shell chair, | aimed at 
building up a three-dimensional shape 
around the human form—or, to put it 
in a better way, to evolve a support 
ing shape suitable to body 
shapes and sizes in a : 
ting postures

The real test of an easy chair is 
whether or not it still remains easy 
after one and a half, or two hours’ 
sitting. Many chairs have been de- 
veloped during the past fifteen years 
or so, which give one extremely com 
fortable sitting posture. But however 
comfortable this position is, experience 
shows that the human form does not 
like to be confined to position 
alone

But they 
have never become very popular, 
largely, I believe, because of the dis 
like of anything savouring of “ the 
gadget’’ about furniture in general 
Victorian times saw a great increase 
in the desire for sitting comfort: new 
techniques and materials were at hand 
to meet these requirements 

To-day, with moulding techniques, 
chairs of great comfort can be de- 
veloped with the minimum of weight 
We need chairs that are strong, very 
comfortable and yet easy to move;

Bandsaw Briefs 


HIeSE bandsaw hints, first pub 


lished in the American journal, 
“ Wood Products,” form a useful 
guide to the means of remedying de 
fects in that important piece of work 
shop plant 
* * * 

If the bandsaw has a tendency to 
lead slightly in the cut, this condi- 
tion can be remedied by honing 
lightly the leading side of the blade 
with a fine oilstone. This is quite a 
delicate operation and should never 
be tried if the blade leads to any 
great degree which indicates the band- 
saw is out of adjustment 

If the bandsaw blade is jointed be- 
fore removing it from the bandsaw. 
the subsequent sharpening will be 
definitely improved 

+ * + 

The most common cause of band- 
saw breakage is trying to force too 
wide a blade around too short a 
radius in the cut. Other causes might 
be putting too little or too much strain 
on the blade

The moulding of 
the shell of the chair was done in co- 
operation with the plastics firm of 
Fibrenyle, Ltd.

To start a weld on a bandsaw 
blade, the work should be started 
at the centre and worked towards the 
edges gradually, worked progressively 
trom the centre to one edge and then 
from the centre to the other edge 
Heat should be applied very slowly at 
first, holding the torch about a foot 
from the saw blade until it is 
thoroughly heated to a red colour 
Then the torch can be brought closer 
and the blade worked down gradually 
to a welding heat

Hollow places in the back of the 
bandsaw blade are caused by the 
expansion of the tooth edge caused by 
friction from too rapid feed 


Bandsaw blade breakage 
caused by misalignment of the 
guides. When the saw is at rest, 
or turning without actually being in 
use, there should be just enough clear- 
ance between the wheels and the back 
of the blade to see daylight between 
them. Neither of the wheels should 
turn except when the saw is cutting.

Uses of Some of the “Newer” 


Furniture Woods 


LECTURE on “The Newer 

Timbers” was given by Mr. 
B. Alwyn Jay, M.A., F.L.S., de- 
puty director of the Timber De- 
velopment Association, at the 
Timber Trade Summer School at 
Cambridge University last week. 


M“ JAY started by saying that 
most of the newer timbers came 
from the soft currency areas, par 
ticularly West Africa, Malaya, 
torneo, Siam, and Burma; and acros 
the Atlantic from British Guiana 
Other countries of some importance 
in S. America were Chile, Brazil and 

Certain problems in utilisation were 
connected with many of these new 
timbers—for instance, very little wa 
known about their properties and the 
literature on them related generally 
to their use im their country ot 
Origin

this country, and reports from con 
umers would | 


welcomed as to 
vorking properties and suitability.” 


In the 20 to 35 lb. per cu. ft. cate- 
yvory, two of the most successful tim- 
bers were podo, from East Africa, 
and manio, from Chile Podo was 
sometimes difficult to season, but it 
was generally well liked, and he had 
seen some nice jobs made from it 

Among the hardwoods were abura, 
afara, and agba, all of which were 
now well established 

Chilean laurel also was now well 
liked, particularly as a substitute for 
American whitewood Another tim- 
ber which, with careful seasoning, 
showed promise, was ogea, from West 
Africa, although this was rather 
woolly and gummy, and not particu- 
larly stable
